A Terribie Mailread Wreck. 
By Associated Press.) 


ReapinG (Pa. ), Sept. 19.—One of the 
worst wrecks ever known in this sec- 
tion occurred to-night on the Reading 
railroad, 17 miles from here. Near 
Shoemakersville there is a curve, 
where the railroad is abont 18 or 20 
feet higher than the Schoylkill river. 
Here, shortly before 6 o’clock, a freight 
train ran into a coal train, throwing 
several cars onto the opposite track. 
Before the train hands had time to 
warn any avproaching train of danger, 
the Pottsville express, carrying about 
150 passengers, came around the curve 
at the rate of forty miles an hvur, and 
ran into the wrecked coal cars. The 
engine went dowo the embankment, 
followed by the entire train, with its 
human freight. The scene was one of 
great horror, The cri#s of the impris- 
oned passengers were beartrending. 
Some of the passengers managed to 
crawl out of their prison and arouse 
the neighborhood. Word was tele- 
yraphed to this citv, and surgeons and 
a force of 300 workmen taken to the 
spot. The work was slow, and the dead 
and dying were taken out with great 
difficulty. Up to 10 o’clock to-night 
6 dead and 30 wounded had been taken 
out. Ofshe latter, some were brought 
to this city and the others taken to the 
Miners’ Hospital at Ashland. The 
dead taken out so far are Willian D. 
Sbhumo, Reading; John. White, engi- 
neer, Pottsville; James Templin, fire- 
man, Pottsville; Harry Logan, con- 
ductor, Pottsville; David Augustadt, 
Muhoney City; Edward Logan, bag- 
master, Shenavdvah. 

Reapinec (Pa.), Sept. 20.—When 
daylight dawned on the scene of last 
night’s wreck on the Philadelphia and 
Reading railroad, the full realization 
of the indescribable horror was first 
fully revealed. The engine lav ina 
foot of water, the body of engineer 
White being pinned under the heavy 
iron work, with arms extended in an 
appeal above the water. Next lay the 
tender on its side, and then the bag- 
gage and mail cars and passenger 
coaches, with timbers broken and the | 


Cars overturned, pinning their unres- 


cued victims in their embrace at the 
bottom of the river. 

Searching for the bodies was con 
tinued all night and a number more 
were taken out. The body of George 
R. Kaersher, General Counsel of the 
Reading railroad, was taken out this 
morning badly disfigured. The scene 
on the banks of the river was ghastly. 
The long row of dead was increased as 
one w#fter another of the bodies were 
brought out. 

It is difficult to move the ponderous 
cars. Thousands flocked to the scene, 
willing to assist, but their aid was of 
very little service where experienced 
men were required. Upto 10 o’clock 
this forenoon, twenty bodies were 


taken ont, and the list of injured is 
now about 50

A signature writter on a card 
with an ordinary pencil will make a 
perceptible difference in the weight of 
the card.
